1925. The plaintiff accordingly entered upon 
the duties of that position; and remained in 
it for’ the . probationary period, and there- 
alter simply continued without explanation 
in the -pasition until he was, by “resolution 
of 24th January, 1925, dismissed from. his 
position, as. overseer and returned to his 
previous position of openings:man. As the 
plaintiff -.returned.

A” the present moment .many.gitls. are 
in the throes oí preparation for a 
visit to India. The question of “ what to 


take ” is an absorbing topic, and it.is not, 


for a mere man to say, except that it must 
be remembered that India is a sub- 
continent and not a single country, and 
that the requirements for the Punjab are 
very different from those for Madras or. 
Central India. 

This fact will explain why one lot of 
friends recommend one thing and others 
something quite different. They are 
speaking from experience of different 
parts of a huge territory. One thing must 
be borne in mind. In the North of India 
the nights are chilly, and warm wraps 
will be needed. In the Suez Canal, too, 
it may be quite cold, but a scorching sun 
has to be faced on arrival at Bombay, and 
a very hot, long and dusty railway journey 
may follow arrival, The voyage will prove 
a fascinating experience, but, as Kipling 
says, “ that is another story.”’ 

On board ship a girl will for the first 
time find herself christened a “ Spin '— 
short, of course, for spinster.. She must 
not be offended if she hears some woman 
who is going out for the third or fourth 
time, and has been particularly charming 
to her face, saying, when she thinks the 
“ Spin ” is out of earshot, that she has 
come out on the ‘‘ Shikar,’’ “ Shikar ”’ 
means hunting for game, and the game the 
“ Spin ” is credited with hunting is man. 

India is a country with few large towns. 
Tf a girl goes to Calcutta, Bombay or 
she will find that, when she 
makes allowances for the difference in 
climate, the amenities of life are much as 
she left them at home; but, if she goes to 
a small civil or military station, - an 
entirely new life awaits her. 


IMPORTANCE OF THE AYAH. 


If her friends are considerate, she will 
be met at the port by an ayeh—-a Hindnu- 
stani term applied indifferently to a nurse 
or a lady’s maid. Much of her comfort 
will depend on the selection of this 
woman. The first trial probably will be 
a night journey by rail, The “Spin” 
will find that on the Indian railways no 
bedding is provided. The first-class com- 
partments consist of four roomy - berths, 
Two are slung up during the day, and the 
other two are used as seats. At night all 
are generally in use. They are broad and 
make excellent beds, and, provided that 
sheets, blankets and pillows are available, 
the Indian servant makes most comfort- 
able sleeping-pluces. The carriages are 
well sprung and the trains slow, so that, 
if the newcomer is adaptable, she can 
have a good night's rest. 

Indian scenery from a railway carriage 
window is generally very ugly, but the life 
at the frequent stations makes up for 
much. She will probably find her friends 
living in a whitewashed bungalow, in the 
building of which mud has played a bigger 
part than mortar. The up-country Indian 
bungalow is always situated in a garden of 
sorts, and is surrounded by a deep 
verandah. Its rooms are large and lofty, 
but there are few windows in the ordinary 
sense. The rooms are lighted through 
glass in the doors, which are surprisingly 
numerous and fit abominably badly. The 
““Spin’s ’’’ bedroom will have a bath 
attached, but this room is very different 
from that to which she has been 
accustomed in Europe. 

The bath is a galvanised iron tub, and 
there are no taps. The water supply is 
contained in a huge earthenware pot, or 
chatti, and the water is ladled ont by a 
large tin mug. The chafti is filled by a 
servant, who carries it from the nearest 
well or standpipe in a leather bag made 
from the skin of an entire goat or sheep. 
Hot water is heated in a kerosene oil tin, 
and is brought to the bathroom by a man 
servant under the supervision of the awh. 

Even if the “ Spin’s ” friends are quite 
chotah saivibs (“ea junior officials or 
members of a firm), and however much 
she has read about 1t beforehand, she will 
be impressed at the huge staff of servants— 
all men. There are a man cook, men to 
wash up and wait at table, a man ta sweep 
the floov, and, indeed, men to do all the 
countless tasks of the household. 


THE “NOT AT HOME BOX.” 


The girl in India will find her day a 
busily idle one. Her sole occupation is to 
amuse and be amused. Her day will 
usually be started with a ride. Horses are 
not cheap, but their upkeep is, and 
exercise is essential to health, so that 
everyone rides, After breakfast she will 
occupy her time till mid-day in reading or 
writing letters. Between noon and lunch 
time her hostess and she will probably pay 
calis. In India it is the newcomer ‘who 
calls first. An excellent institution known 
as the *‘ Not at Home Box ” simplifies 
this procedure. A small box, bearing the 
name of the lady of the house and the 
words “ Not at Home,” is placed at the 
gate of the bungalow compound, and by 
its aid a large number of calls can be paid 
in a single round of the station. 

The afternoon is tilled by playing tennis 
or some other game or by attending a 
gymkhana. When the sun sets the club is 
resorted to by everyone in the station. 
The club varies in its amenities with the 
size of the station, but it always has a 
library, a ballroom, and a stage of sorts. 
Military bands play on most evenings, and 
there is usually badminton by artificial 
light, often dancing, and always bridge. 

Dinner is a late function—usually at 
8.15 p.m.—and is often followed by 
formal dances or amateur theatricals, 
which never begin before 9.30. Bed-time 
is, as a rule, midnight or later. The 
round of “ station life’’ is varied by 
shooting trips, and a girl who is a good 
sort will find plenty of invitations to stay 
with people other than her original host 
und hostess. 

A girl accustomed to the scarcity of 
young men of her own class in the home 
counties will find things very different in 
her new surroundings. She will be one 
of a small body of women in a community 
composed largely of young men, and’ she 
will be able to book all her dances and, 
indeed, all her time for weeks ahead. She 
can select partners for games from a 
dozen charming young soldiers and 
civilians. Ponies to ride will be offered 
her by the score, and every effort will be 
made to make her life a very pleasant one, 
If she realises that it is to the scarcity of 
her sex that she owes her adulation, all 
is well: but, if she loses her head, she 
will spoil the undoubtedly good time that 
awaits the ‘* Spin in India.”’

An American friend tells me that very 
welcome fun has been brought into the 
closing stage of the Presidential election 
by the well-known comedian, Will Rogers. 
He took a very practical interest, it will 
be remembered, in the victims of the 
Drumeollogher cinema disaster a few 
years ago. 
"He has now declared himself “ the 
bunkless candidate ” for the Presidency. 
I am afraid some of the things he has 
been saying during his campaign would 
not commend him to Irish electors. He 
would eliminate slogans, and says: “ No 
matter what is on our platform now, on 
November 6 we will have a bonfire and 
burn the platform,’’ Refreshingly frank 
about his inability to. carry out election 
pledges, he says: “ Whatever Hoover or 
Smith promise you, we'll raise ‘em at 
least 20 per cent. And I can come just 
as near keeping my promise as they can!”

Robert Frost. 


The visit of Robert Frost, the American 
poet, to London has not passed so un- 
noticed as did his visit to Dublin. A 
short time ago he was here, but only a 
few people were acquainted with the fact, 
notably his close friend Padrais Colum, 
who was here at the same time. 

Robert Frost is recogn‘sed us ene of the 
greatest of contemporary American poets, 
not in his own country only, but in Eng- 
land as well. He is Wordsworthian in 
that he can give to inanimate things a 
life and a character of their own. “ His 
fields with their stone fences, his pastures 
with their apple trees, his frame houses, 
have a character of their own.” says an 
American critic. ‘‘ A wall has some un- 
discovered enemy, as we know when we 
read one of his poems; and as he plods 
and labours after the explanation we get 
some hint of an earthly mystery.’’ 

Robert Frost is not one of the revolu- 
tionists which sometimes make American 
verse so freakish ; he has made no obvious 
innovation in verse technique, he uses a 
featureless blank verse to portray people 
of little eloquence, but whose slow speech 
has beauty and tragic power. He is most 
generally known as the author of a series 
of dramatic idylls, of which “The Death 
of the Hired Man,” “ The Self-seeker,”’ 
“A Servant to Servants,’’ “North of 
Boston,” and “ Mountain Interval’’ are 
often quoted, and may be found in most 
collections of American verse. 

London friends have discovered that he 
is ‘‘ a silent man,” but those who had the 
good fortune to meet him im Dublin would 
not agree with that opinion. He is slow. 
spoken, as the men and women in his 
poems, but he is none the less a charming 
conversationalist, with a wide knowledge 
of the world’s literature, and á ready wit

KING SOLOMON’S 
MINES. 
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AN ARCHAEOLOGICAL 
MYSTERY. 


WOMAN EXPLORER’S NEW 
QUEST. 


—- -—-@- —— 
(By “A Special Correspondent.’ ) 


HERE are in the heart of Rhodesia 
the ruins of a great forgotten city 
which form one of the profoundest 
archeological mysteries of the ages, and 
are shortly to be explored by an English 
archeologist, Miss Gertrude Caton-Thomp- 
son. These ruins, the crumbling temples 
and colossal fortifications of Zimbabwe, 
have been obstinately linked by legend, im 
the face of scientific discouragement, witli 
one of the great women of history, the 
Queen of Sheba, and her fabulously 
wealthy country. Probably there is no 
topographical problem round which contro- 
versy has raged more fiercely than tlic 
identity of that mythical Land of Ophir 
whence came the unimaginable treasures 
which found their way to the courts of 
David and Solomon. 

Rider Haggard has expressed the belief 
that the long-nosed Phanicians gathered 
from the grey solitudes of Zimbabwe the 
gold which Solomon used in the building 
of his temple, and experienced archzolo- 
gists have subsequently claimed that they 
could prove scientifically that this belief 
was not a myth, but historic truth, Their 
chief opponent, an eminent archeologist 
sent out to Rhodesia by the British Asso- 
ciation came to the conclusion that 
Zimbabwe was comparatively a modern 
city. His supporters pointed out that in 
the few years since Zimbabwe had been 
discovered its walls had been crumbling 
so quickly that at that rate it would not 
have stood very long. This explanation 
was. not satisfactory. There remained 
extremely puzzling features about these 
ruins, which suggested that there may be 
more truth in the legend than has been 
supposed, 


MONOMOTAPO! 


For one thing, whence came the 
hundred and more ancient temples 
forts scattered over Rhodesia, which, like 
Zimbabwe, all browse Sphinx-like im the 
sun, secure in their mystery? The ances- 
tors of the natives who live in Matabele- 
land and Mashonaland to-day certainly 
could not have built Zimbabwe. The 
script, the architecture of Zimbabwe are 
something beyond the skill and knowledge 
of the Rhodesian native. The Portuguese 
and Jesnit explorers who sailed up the 
fever-stricken rivers could not have built 
them. Covering sometimes an area of 
more than two square miles, these ruined 
cities suggest an intelligent and highly 
organised civilisation, of which Zimbabwe 
probably was the metropolis. 

When Europe was emerging from the 
middle ages the Portuguese and Spanish 
explorers were constantly searching for a 
great and miraculous empire in the heart 
of Africa. Monomotapo, the legendary 
capital of this empire, was speculatively 
inserted in their maps. It was an elusive, 
clittering El Dorado which they always 
sought and never found, Was Zimbabwe 
the Monomotapo which they sought and 
the capital of the country over which the 
far-lamed Prester John ruled? Was tho 
legend of Prester John the mythical 
structure built round the original reports 
of the wealth and prosperity of the Land 
of Ophir? No one, of course, can say for 
certain, but the theory is intriguing. 


LINKED WITH PARADISE, 


The first explorers of Zimbabwe. swore 

that it was the country of the Queen of 
Sheba. Ophir, it was pointed out in vain, 
had been identified as a port on the coast 
of Arabia. They reconciled themselves 
to this difficulty by stating that the Serip- 
tures mentioned that gold came through 
Ophir from a land called Havilah; and 
Havilah, they claimed to prove, was the 
Rhodesia of Zimbabwe. A Dutch minister, 
du Toit, went even further, writing a 
novel in Afrikaans to prove that Zimbabwe 
was part of the original site of Paradise. 
He supported this argument by pointing 
out that the five rivers mentioned in the 
Bible could be identified with the 
Zambesi, the Niger, the Congo, the Nile 
and one of twelve other rivers, which all. 
he said, had their source in the same 
fruitful basin. 
The more moderate supporter of this 
theory was satisfied with ascribing the 
origin of Zimbabwe to the years 1200-1100 
B.C., when the Queen of Sheba travelled 
from that far-flung territory to visit 
Solomon “ in all his glory.” The massive 
ruins, they asserted, in every inch of their 
structure, supported the argument that 
this was the source not only of Solomon’s 
gold; but also of the great treasures pos- 
sessed by the Sabean, the Tyrian, and 
Sidonian nations, to which references in 
the Scriptures are so frequent. It is an 
undoubted fact, they concluded, as they 
looked into those disused and jungle- 
covered shafts round Zimbabwe, that many 
millions of pounds of gold had been 
extracted by these ancient nations from 
the territory—one archwologist making a 
conservative estimate of £75.000.000— 
during the period in which © Biblical 
references are made to the gold of Ophir. 
Kiven their greatest opponents admitted 
that no part of the known world, India 
included, yielded such overwhelming evi- 
dences of extensive, continuous and sue- 
cessful ancient gold-mining operations as 
are found on every hand in Rhodesia. 


WHENCE CAME THESE NATIONS? 


Here again there are many elements of 
doubt, and the mists of unfathomable 
mystery close round the known facets. 
How did these nations manage to dis- 
appear from Rhodesia without leaving a 
trace of their race and their civilisation 
on the natives round them? Organised 
and civilised as they were, they conld not 
have perished at the hands of hostile 
natives, The ruins of the fort at Zimbabwe 
show that it must have been impenetrable 
to barbarians, And from Zimbabwe ruins 
are found which show that a chain of 
forts, occupying isolated positions of great 
strategic value at long distances from the 
gold-hbearing country, lead in a well. 
defined line directly to the coast at Sofala. 
Other ruins, beside Zimbabwe, indicate 
that the country was organised into dis- 
triets, every one distinct from the other. 
and possessing its own. capital, with 
Zimbabwe as the metropolis. How could 
a civilisation so highly organised disap- 
pear, and, with the exceptions of those 
grey, scarred, bleak and desolate runing 
leave no shadow of its existence behind? - 

As one wanders into that valley. fifteen 
miles long and ten miles broad, in which 
the ruins of Zimbabwe have crashed into 
the crawling jungle, these are the ques- 
tions which present themselves to one’s 
mind. You walk amongst the labvrinthine 
passages and the well-built granite walls 
of the great Zimbabwe temple, and vou 
‘are overwhelmed with the awe-inspiring 
nature of the mystery. You cross the red 
waters of the Ungashi River. and elimh 
the slopes of the hill on which the fortress 
was situated, 500 feet above the valley. 
You notice that it is only accessible on 
one side. On the other there is a sheer 
drop of irom seventy to ninety feet high. 
By the side yon have entered there is a 
wall of massive thickness. thirty feet high. 
All approaches to it ean be protected at 
every turn by ambuscades, <A single pre- 
carious flight of steps leads down “he 
great boulders to the bottom of the 
precipice. 

On top of the hill behind the walls of 
the fortress yon find a plateau which was 
once adorned by tall monoliths and

but is to-day a cracked and decrepit ruin. 
“ Who were the people who made sil 
this?” you ask. ‘* Where did. they so 
mysteriously come from, and whither did 
they even thore strangely disappear ! What 
victims were sacrificed on the smooth 
surface of the altar, and in the name of 
what god?’ The answer at the moment is 
silence, but, perhaps, it may chance that 
some dramatic whisper will come from the 
lips of Miss Caton-Thompson, who has 
already done brilliant work in Egypt, 
Maita and Fayam, Perhaps, too, the 
honour may be hers of filling in many 
gaps in the history of one of the most 
illustrious members of her sex, the Queen 


of Sheba, 


DUBLIN OPERATIC 


“THE BARBER OF SEVILLE.” 


When the curtain fell on the second scene 
of the first act of Rossini’s ‘‘ Barber of 
Seville,” at the Town Hall, Rathmines, last 
night, one felt that the newly-formed Dublin 
Operatic Society had more than justified its 
existence. In the glorious sextet apd choral 
music which bring the act toa close the large 
audience had been treated to singing of a 
really high standard. This final movement 1s 
as tricky and difficult a test as one could 
hope to find, and principals and chorus came 
through it in a manner that not only reflected 
their musicianly qualities, but gave ample 
suggestion of great possibilities. Here, one 
felt, was a nucleus round which could’ be 
built an operatic society worthy of Dublin’s 
reputation as an opera-loving city. 

This scene, however, was but an incident 
in a production which was throughout on a 
very high level, and revealed astonishing 
vocal powers in singers whose art had been 
only faintly hinted at in fleeting appearances 
on the concert platform. Here was indubit- 
able proof that Maestro Viani and those 
associated with him in this undertaking were 
quite right in their assertions that the 
material was at hand in Dublin for the 
formation of a grand operatic society. <A 
more satisfactory cast could not have been 
secured—there was not a wesklipg. In 
the title part of the ubiquitous Barber 
of Seville, Mr. Leo Brvil was a 
dominating figure. He has a _ wonderful 
stage presence and a rare gift of mimicry, 
with which is combined a baritone voice of 
sonorous quality, great range, and 
flexibility. His singing of the ' Largo al 
factotum ”' last night was masterly, and would 
have won for him a place on any stage. In 
the character of Figaro he had a part which 
him to the veriest detail, and he

The tenor part was sung by Mr. Henry 
Thornton. A fine fresh voice this, with a 
pleasant penetrating timbre, and always well 
under control, though not at its best in the 
light, tripping music of Rossini. Still, he 
got over the difficulties very artistically, and 
left one with a strong desire to hear him in 
ihe straighter music—-say, of Tosca, Trova- 
tore or Aida. Another very pleasing singer 
was Mr: John Nolan, who sang the part oi 
the musie teacher, Don Basilio, There are 
immense possibilities in this singer, who 
gave the famous “ La Calmnia’’ with a fine 
declamatory sense: He has a baritone Voice 
of great power, and one regretted that more 
scope was not allowed it in the part. The 
presence of Mr. Raymond Victory added 
strength, as his old operatic experience 
enabled him to give a clever study of the 
part of old Dr. Bartolo, into which he con. 
veyed just the right touch of humour, 

A SEVERE TEST. 

After the Figaro the great success of the 
night was the Rosina of Miss Mamie Dingle. 
It is a part which has been regarded as one 
of the severest tests of the coloratura 
soprano, a8, apart from such trying arias as 
“Una Voce poco fa.” the composer has de- 
liberately set the stage in the famous Music 
Lesson seene to compel the singer to show 
her vocal powers. Having passed the trials 
of the diffenlt “Una Voce poco fa,” and 
the equally trying “Letter Duet” with Figaro, 
Miss Dingle chose for the Music Lesson 
the aria from the Mad Scene in Donizetti's 
“ Lucia di Lammermgoor.’’ Jt was a big 
undertaking, but the performance justified 
the effort. It was earried through with skill 
and artistry that was a revelation to those 
even who were familiar with the singing of 
this young artist on the concert platform. A 
brilliant piece ef coloratura work; it brought 
out the wide range, delightful quality, and 
easy flexibility of the voice. he tryin 
cadenzas were taken with great delicacy an 
confident touch, and the dialogue with the 
flautist was beautifully balanced. It was a 
performance that richly merited the out- 
burst of applause that followed the final 
note. One felt that the singer had got 
and seized her opportunity, Miss Pearl 
Maconkey filled the part of the house- 
keeper, and, though it is but a small one, she 
gave evidence of a striking dramatic sense. 
She was very successful in her aria in the last 
act, and gave a hint of what may be ex- 
pected of her in parts that call for greater 
dramatic effects. 

Mr. A. J. Robinson sang the second tenor 
part of the servant, Fiorello, very tastefully, 
while the work of the male voice chorus was 
splendid, 

THE CONDUCTOR. 

Maestro Viani conducted, and displayed an 
intimate and masterly knowledge of the work, 
but in such-a hall as this, where the acoustics 
arc admittedly not of the best, it might have 
been better to have eoítened down the 
orchestra and left the work more to the 
singers. It was only a small thing, perhaps, 
and would have been negligible had the 
instrumental musicians heen differently 
placed; but here they had to be accom- 
modated on the open floor of the hall, and at 
times were over-loud, and taxed both singers 
and audience. But the orchestra, led by Mr. 
Arthur Darley, did its work excellently. 

The opera was under the production of Mr. 
Herbert Bailey, and certainly, in the cramped 
space at his disposal, and in face of the 
many difficulties with which he was coa- 
fronted, he performed his task very eredii- 
ably. The lighting effects, staging generally, 
and dressing were excellent. The whole work 
was generally excellent, but there was just 
one httle fault that might easily be remedied 
Unlike the drama, opera does not require the 
artists to be too natural, and the conventions 
permit certain little liberties The main 
object is to get the singing voice across the 
footlights, and now and again last night there 
was a tendency on the part of some of the 
young singers to sing up-stage. It is oaly a 
| matter, but it is attention te little 
trifies like this that makes for perfectior:. 
it has been said, last night's production 
thoroughly justified the belief of those asso- 
ciated with the scheme, that there is a great 
future for the Dublin Operatic Society 

Uhe opera will he repeated to-night and 
to-morrow night.

POLLING BOOTHS. 


From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 
Although, for the most part, election 


' day passed off without serious. disorder or 


untoward incidents, the calm was dis- 
turbed, especially in New Jersey, where 
thousands of persons found their qualifica- 
tions challenged, and angry crowds 
stormed the Jersey City Town Hall, de- 
manding, though in vain, to have their 
names restored to the voters’ list. 


: MAN SHOT. 

In Philadelphia hundreds of complaints 
were received at the headquarters of both 
parties of interference with the polls. At 
Atlantic City a senior police official of 
Republican sympathies was arrested for 
attempting to kill a Democratic worker ; 
while. at Evansville (Indiana) alleged 
““strong arm ’”’ tactics by a negro election 
clerk, who was attempting to force other 
negroes to vote, provoked a lively dis- 
‘turbance. - 

At Charleston, West Virginia, a man 
shot and killed another voter with whom 
ho had become involved in a heated 
political argument outside. a polling 
station. - 


250 ARRESTS. 

At Fort Laiderdale, Florida, where 
Democratic sentiment runs very high. the 
representative of: the local Republican 
candidate, who had the temerity to pre- 
sent himself as. a watcher at the polling 
station, was summarily ejected. 

In Kansas City more than 250 persons 
were arrested for causing disorder, but 
the majority were quickly released on 
writs of habeas corpus. Two free fights 
occurred at polling stations, and one man 
died- as the result of over-celebrating at 
the polls on bad liquor. 


PEACE IN CHICAGO. 

Incidentally there have been no reports 
of disorders in Chicago. where, under 
Mayor Thompson s rule, there was much 
violence at the primary elections last 
April. 

The presence in Chicago of hordes of 
Federal agents. five thousand police and 
ten thousand volunteer workers, appears 
to have been effective in keeping the peace 
there. 


EARLY MORNING QUEUES. 

In New “York long limes of voters 
formed up outside the polling booths in 
the small hours of the morning like a 
callery queue outside, a theatre. Every- 
where the story was the same. In States 
like Pennsylvania and Vermont, where 
the overwhelming Republican. majority 
has made the national elections mean very 
little in the’ past, the voters turned out 
in full strength.

The following is the text oí the speech 
read by the King in opening the final ses- 
sion of the present Parhament yester- 


day :— ' 

My Lorps AND MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE 

oF COMMONS :'— 

My relations with foreign Powers continue 
to be friendly. My Government have been 
happy to accept the Treaty for the Renuncia- 
tion of War, in the form proposed by the 
Government of the United States. To my 
great satisfaction, this treaty was signed in 
Paris on the 27th August by plenrpotentiaries 
on behalf of all my Governments and on 
behalf of the United States, France, Ger- 
many, Italy, Japan, Belgium, Poland and 
Czecho-Slovakia. eo 

In pursuance of their fixed’ policy, my 
Government have continued to accord their 
full support to the League of Nations. They 
are co-operating in all its current activities, 
and, in particular, they have sought ow to 
discharge Is obligations under Article. 8 
of the Covéuant by reducing the armed forces 
of this country to the lowest point consistent 
with national safety, and by assisting the 
League to formulate plans for a general re- 
duction of armaments. 

Agreement has been reached with the Go- 
vernments of Belgium, France, Germany, 
ltaly and Japan, tnat negotiations should be 
opened in regard to the possibility of a com- 
plete and definite settlement of the problem 
of reparations, and it has also been reeog- 
nised that negotiations should , take place 
relative to the German Government s request 
for the evacuation of the Rhineland, at pre- 
sent occupied by British, French and Belgian 
troops. 

The Coronation of the Emperor of Japan 
is shortly to take place, and I take this 
opportunity, in the name of myself and my 

ople, of wishing His Imperial Majesty a 
leas and glorious reign. The historic friend. 
ship which for so many years has united 
Japan and my country has always been a 
potent factor in the maintenance of peace in 
the Far East. 

I welcome the efforts which China is making 
to establish a central Government for the 
whole of that great country, and to cope with 
those forces of disorder which have distracted 
%t for many years past. I regard the pro- 
gress of these endeavours as being of the 
highest importance, not only for the safety 
and prosperity of my subjects resident in 
China, but also for the peace of the world. 

MemBers OF THE HOUSE of ComMONS— 

The estimates for the services in the 
coming year will be laid before you in due 
course. They are being prepared with strict 
attention to the continuing need for economy 
in public expenditure. In anticipation of the 
general scheme for relieving agriculture and 
productive industry from the burden of rates 
you will be asked to make provision enabling 
railway companies to make lower charges on 
important traffics of concern to agriculture 
and to the coal, iron and steel industries.

TWO AMENDMENTS TO BE 
PROPOSED. 


The King’s Speech .was considered at a 
private meeting of the Parliamentary Labour 
Party yesterday afternoon, Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald presiding. H was decided to put 
on the Order Paper two officia! amendments 
to the Address, one dealing comprehensively 
with unemployment and the industrial situa- 
tion, amd the other with the Anglo-French 
Naval Pact. The first amendment, to be 
moved by Mr. J. R. Clynes, with Mr. Philip 
Snowden opening the debate on the second 
day, and Mr. Ramsay Macdonald winding up, 
will be in the following terms :— 

“But regret that, although Your Majesty’s 
advisers have had four years of office, with 
a commanding majority in Parliament, 
general election pledges remain unfulfilled ; 
the country is burdened with the prablem of 
unemployment in a more acute*fogm ; in ‘many 
mining areas appalling conditions prevail ; 
the proposals outlmed in the gracious Speech 
are utterly inadequate to meet the existing 
industrial situation and ignore the need for 
improving the conditions of labour; and, in 
particular, regret that the oft-repeated pledge 
with respect to factory legislation is un- 
redeemed, and that it is the declared inten- 
tion of Your Majesty’s advisers not to honour 
it during this Parliament.” 

The second amendment, to” be moved by 
Mr. Thomas Shaw, and supported by Mr. 
Ponsonby, the debate being wound up by 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, will be:— ; 

“But regret that the recent Anglo-French 
naval agreemént was. conceived in such 
circumstances of secrecy as to throw suspicion 
on the good faith of the country. 
is a serious departure from the spirit 
and purpose of: the League of Nations, 
prejudices the success of the Pact for the 
AMC is of war, and postpones the 
realisation of permanent peace through mter- 
national disarmament. :

YACHT'S DESPERATE FIGHT 


Lord Stalbridge and several of the crew 
of the. 260-ton. schooner Cetonia had a 
thrilling story ‘to tell ‘of a fight with a 
raging gale when they arrived at 
Southampton yesterday on the liner 
Arlanza. 

The Cetonia was returning from a 
Mediterranean cruise with Lord Stal- 
bridge aboard, and ran into a storm area 
forty miles off Ushant. A full gale was 
then blowing and mountainous seas were 
running. 

Huge waves carried away the whole of 
the port bulwark and stanchions, and. one 
after another of the sails. were torn down. 
The yacht had to run before the gale on 
stay-sail rig, and as a result of this the 
yacht was carried forty miles. south of 
Cape Ortegal, approximately 300 miles 
out of her course. 

Even when the gale had abated it was 
found ea impossible to beat into port. 
and rotkets were sent up in the hope of 
attracting assistance. Finally the 
Cetonia was towed into Corunna. 

During the height of the gale the helms- 
man was lashed to the wheel, but such 
was the force of the waves that the lash- 
ing was broken and the man washed under 
the dinghy. Luckily neither he nor any 
other member of the crew was hurt.

DEBATE AT CAMBRIDGE 
UNION.

The Cambridge Union Society last night 
entertamed a debating team from Bates Uni- 


-Wersity, United States of America, when the 


motion: “ That the policy of prohibition is 
to be condemned,’’ was debated. 

In opening the discussion, the Vice-Pre- 
sident, Mr. J. G. Leatham, St. John’s College, 
extended a hearty welcome to the visitors. 
Speaking for the motion, he begged the 
visitors not to give them a recital of all the 
evils of drunkenness, which were well known 
in England, from vice to vomiting and from 
headaches to homicidal mania. (Laughter.) 
The real evil was not drink, but drunkenness, 
and in this country we were dealing with the 
question in a sane manner—by restricting 
hours of opening and by restricting the num- 
ber of licences—with the result. that convic- 
tions for 
230,000 in 1903 to 72,000 in 1926. ition 
had failed to get at the root of the evil be- 
cause it did not deal with the desire for 
drink, and was in itself thirst-provoking. 

Opposing the motion, Mr. Charles H. Gup- 
till, of Bates University, said that he and his 
companions had made a tour of most of the 
British Empire, but before returning home 
they welcomed the opportunity of visiting the 
fountain-heads of oratory in England—Cam- 
bridge, Oxford and Hyde Park. (Laughter.) 
monger their tour they had been called upon 
to defend their country’s action in signing 
the Treaty of Versailles and refusing to 
ratify it; founding the League of Nations and 
refusing to join it, and inventing the cock- 
tail and refusing to drink it. (Laughter.) 
Prohibition was not so modern as people 
seemed to think; for it was started in the 
State of Maine as far back as 1850, and was 
adopted all over the United States eight 
years ago, as the only method of dealing 
with the drink question. They had had 
prohibition for eight years, and seventy-five 
per cent. of the members of both Congress 
and Senate were politically “dry.” Prohibi- 
tion was no more an infringement of personal 
liberties than many other things that people 
put up with nowadays, and, among other 
advantages, it had given romance and adven- 
ture to the drinking of those whom it had not 
stopped. (Laughter.)

PLUMS OF OFFICE. 


THE PRESIDENT’S SMALL 
SALARY. 
From Our Own ConRnRESPONDENT. 
CHICAGO, Tuesday. 

With the United States electing its new 
President to-day, it is appropriate to con- 
sider the changes that are brought about 
in America when one Administration gives 
way to another—particularly if the new 
Administration be that of another party. 
The changes will be greater, naturally, if 
Governor Smith is elected than if Mr. 
Hoover, who will continue to follow the 
Coolidge policies, is victorious. But in 
either case the change is considerable ; 
for the American system js much less 
continuous than the English. . 

Europe has already had ahint 8 this 
in the recent news that Consular repre- 
sentatives of the United States were 
rebelling against the tradition of handing 
in their resignations when the President 
goes out of office. 

This tradition is a direct result of the 
great appointive powers of the President, 
which include appointments to diplomatic 
offices. Every new President causes a 
number of changes in the Diplomatic Ser- 
vice, rewarding his supporters by présént- 
ing them with coveted titles; but, for 
practical reasons, the Diplomatic Service 
1s probably the least touched of all those 
to which the President appoints members. 

Ambassador Herrick has represented 
the United States at Paris, for instance, 
through beth Democratic and Republican 
Administrations, and, whoever wins the 
coming elections, he will, doubtless, cen- 
tinue at his post. It makes little differ- 
ence, incidentally, whether the rebellious 
diplomats refraim from resigning, in 
accordance with form, or not : if the Presi- 
dent desires to appoint someone else to 
fill their positions, he will do it, resigna- 
tion or no resignation, and that will be 
the end of the matter. 

As a matter of fact, most formal resig- 
nations are refused, and the diplomatic 
concerned continues tenure of office under 
the new President. 

w im bearer de POWER. 

the President’s appointive power begins 
with the Cabinet. The Cabinet is mil as 
in England, representative of a 
composed of men invested with certain 
definite powers. It is the President’s 
personal advisory board, which he picks 
as he wishes, and which is responsible to 
him alone. 

The members of the Cabinet are, it is 
true, heads of the various bureaus which 
they represent in the Cabinet, but they 
are often rather observers than actual 
directors of policy, and the President may 
call for their resignations at any time and 
replace them with men more to his liking. 

THE SUPREME COURT. 

Another important appointive power of 
the President is that permitting him to 
name Justices of the Supreme Court, 
which, since it has power to adjudicate 
the constitutionality of the Acts of 
Congress and to interpret the meaning of 
laws, is in reality the highest authority 
in the land. Supreme Court. Justices are 
appointed for life, hence once they take 
office the President no longer has any 
control over them; but the original 
appointive power is a powerful tool by 
which the policy of the country can be 
swayed. 

If Governor Smith is elected, it is very 
unlikely that any change will be effected 
in the Supreme Court, but there would 
probably be a considerable change in the 
complexion of the various boards—ad- 
visory, fact-finding, regulating, and se 
forth—which the President has to 
appoint. . 

Governor Smith, for instance, would be 
likely to appoint an entirely different type 
of man to such boards as the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission than would Mr. 
Hoover, who would probably in the 
majority of cases simply reappoint the 
Coolidge nominees. |

These appointive powers might be eon- 
sidered to provide the President with an 
excellent opportunity to take a hand into 
the great American political sport of 
“rafting.” In practice this does not 
happen.’ By reason of the position that 
he occupies, the President oí the United 
States, like Cwesar’s wife, must be above 
suspicion. He is unapproachable, and 
though it has happened—as during the 
Harding Administration — that un- 
scrupulous friends of a weak President, 
using the. Executive as a tool, have suc- 
ceeded in enriching themselves from the 
public coffers, the President himself is 
never to be found sharing in the spoils. 


£15,000 A YEAR. 


Yet he really needs them, for it costs 
money to be a President of the United 
States. The salary is inudequate—75,000 
dollars yearly, and the same amount for 
travelling expenses, 
which include the upkeep of the Winte 
House. It is true that when the Presi- 
dent is on his yacht, the Mayflower, the 
United States Navy pays the bill, but his 
personal expenses—meals and so forth— 
continue to be charged up to his travelling 
account, 

He might, through the fore-knowledge 
of the actions of Commissions or of his 
intentions in regard to the signing or 
vetoing of certain bills, be able to in- 
crease his income through investments ; 
but, even so, the amount he gains would 
be pitiably inadequate in the face of the 
great expense he must sustain as a result 
of his office. 

A single great bal] at the White House 
may be counted upon to eat up the year s 
entertainment allowance, for instance. At 
least the President need not want money, 
banks will lend him what he needs with- 
out security. If he happens to die while 
in office his creditors will have to pocket 
the loss, as, an Amreican writer suggests, 
they did in the case of the late President 
Harding, whose term ir. the White House 
impoverished him while it enriched the 
Dougherty group, which condueted a 
systematic selling of appointive positions 
because of the influence the group had 
over Harding, who was apparently quite 
ignorant of what was going on about him. 


PRESTIGE THAT PAYS. 


If the President survives his creditors 
need have no fear, for the prestige of his 
position insures him hereafter of being 
able to take any position he likes. The 
name of a former President of the United 
States, as Vice-President of a bank, for 
instance, would be worth almost any 
amount to the concern in question. 

Tt appears, then, that apart from the 
prestige of being President there is no re- 
compense for the onerous duties which he 
undergoes, duties which have heen charged 
with crushing the health of the last half- 
dozen Executives. 

In to-day’s election the real victor may 
be he who loses. The prospect before the 
new President is one of hard work, heavy 


expenses, and poor pay.

A YORKSHIRE MYSTERY. 
The British Air Ministry announced af 


are. ht that Atlas Aircraft No. J 9043, 


by Pilot Officer Charles L. Mye: 
and, passenger, No. 359460 Aircraftsman 
H. Chadwick, left Catterick Aerodrome, 
Yorkshire, at 10.15 yesterday morning for 
photographic duty in the vicinity, but 
failed to return. Although a wide search 
has been made, no further news of the 
personnel or the machine has been 
received up to the present. 

Catterick camp is situated four and a 
hali miles from Richmond, and stands in 
an isolated position on the North York- 
shire Moors, between Swaledale and 
Wensleydale. 

“The Press Association’s Northallerton 
Correspondent telephoned at 1 a.m. :— 

The aeroplane ascended from Catterick 
Aerodrome at 10.25 yesterday morning for 
half-an-hour’s flying, and had not returned 
at midnight. Pilot Officer Charles 
Milburn Myers is aged 20, and passed out 
of the Sealand Flying School only four 
weeks ago, when he came to Catterick 
Aerodrome. Up to yesterday morning he 
had fourteen hours’ flying time to his re- 
cord. He was under orders to take pin- 
point photographs between Catterick Aero- 
drome and a limit distance of six miles 
He was accompanied by Chadwick as 
passenger 

The weather conditions at the time were 
fair for flying, with clouds a thousand to 
two thousand feet up, and patches of clear 
sky. The aeroplane had sufficient petro! 
for three and a-quarter hours’ flight, and 
Myers was expected to return within hali- 
an-hour. As the day wore on and the 
aeroplane did not appear. twe othe! 
machines were sent up to scour the dis- 
trict. They returned at night-time, 
having found ne trace of the missing aero- 
plane. The police in the district were in- 
formed,-and they conducted a rigorous 
search, but also failed to find anythi 
that would solve the mystery. 

The whole of the country for miles west 
of Catterick Aerodrome is one vast mo: 
land. It includes the camp of Catterick, 
but the military authorities report no in- 
formation of the missing aviators. It is 
feared that the aeroplane encountered {ov 
and had to make a forced landing. It 
may have descended in some remote pa't 
of the moor, for im many places there i: 
no habitation for miles, and Myers 
have found it impossible to communicat* 
with the authorities as he would hav 
done in normal circumstances.

The air was a variant 
of “Kitty Tyrreli,”’ which was a well-known 
Trish air which had been published in dozens 
of places. 


Counsel (reading from the review)—‘“‘ It 
seems not unreasonable to suppose that when 
the Carnegie Trustees and the Oxford Univer- 
sity Press undertook the publication, they did 
so in fhe belief“ that it consisted of sub- 
stantially unpublished folk-sengs and airs 
edited by competent persons. It is only right 
that the public should not be under any such 
misconception,”’ Did that convey that the 
Carnegie Trust or the Oxford University 
Press were wilfully deceived by the Clan- 
dillons? I did not intend to convey that im- 
pression, and I am of opinion that the words 
are not capable of conveying that impression, 
Do you believe that the é arnegie “Trust, and 
the Oxford University Press were under a 
misconception ?’—Yes, I think they thought 
that the velume was by competent people, 
and that it was substantially unpublished, 
Why do you consider that the Carnegie 
Trust believed that ?—-For one thing, there is 
a copyright notice at the beginning of the 
book. The witness gave as another reason 
the fact that in a report of the Carnegie 
United Kingdom Trust it was stated that the 
trustees were much interested in the pre- 
servation of folk music, and had made a 
grant towards the publication of a new_col- 
lection of Irish meiodies by Mr. and Mrs, 
Clandillon, which would be published early 
in 1927 by the Oxford University Press, and 
that the words of the songs would be given 
in the original Irish and in translation. The 
report also stated as to the general condi- 
tions that the purpose of the trustees was to 
provide the initial expenditure for the effi- 
cient inauguration of projects of a pioneer 
order likely to have permanent national 
value, 
The comment of the witness on that was 
that the republication of previously published 
words and airs could hardly be regarded as 
a project of a pioneer order likely to have 
permanent national value. — 
Mr. Lavery—The Carnegie Trust, you he- 
lieved, thought they were getting a sub:

In the course oí last month the results 
of harvesting and the market values of 
crops could be guaged, and the report 
issued by the Free State Department of 
Agriculture on agricultural conditions at 
the a October rene to them and 
also to the prospects of winter sowings. 

Reviewing farm work in Qetober, the 
report states that the rains experienced in 
the latter half of the month Nampered 
farmers and retarded field work gener- 
ally. In many areas, nevertheless, a good 
deal of headway was made with the lifting 
of the potato crop, the ploughing of the 
land, the carting home of turf in the later 
districts and with other seasonal opera- 
tions. | 

Much of the potato crop was still in the 
ground at the beginning of November. In 
some areas the harvesting of the mange! 
crop has been completed; in others much 
of the crop remains to be pulled. Plowg . 
ing of land for winter crops and the 
harrowing of stubble land have been ex- 
tensively carried out and in some districts 
completed. In County Wexford the sowin 
of winter wheat and oats is well advanced.

Live stock generally did not thrive’so well 
on account of the inclement weather, and in 
consequence ave rather backward in condi- 
tion; but with the exception of some isolated 
cases of hoose reported from several counties, 
especially from County Tipperary, where the 
attack appears to have been severe, the 
general health of the live stack was well 
maintained. In some districts,. notably in 
parts of County Leitrim, milch cows had te 
be housed in the middle of the month, and 
as a result the drain on the hay reserve began 
earlier than usual, 
The notice issued by the Department in 
the late summer reminding farmers of the 
precautions to be adopted in order to avert 
an epidemic of fluke appears to have been 
generally complied with; and so far as can 
he ascertained the disease has not made its 
appearance in any part of the conntry. Milk 
yields were well maintained up to the middle 
of the month, but a sharp decline then set in 
which continued up to the close of the 


month, 

SMALLER HAY CROP. 
Supplies of hay, though less than last year, 
ave generally considered to be adequate íor 
normal requirements. Copies vale speak- 
ing, only small quantities have been on offer 
in the previncial markets during the month, 
and the price has been variable, ranging from 
60s. to 110s. per ton for first crop and from 
50s. to 60s. per ton for meadew. Ip Dublin 
market the supply of first crop hay was very 
scarce all through the month, and what was 
on offer changed hands at prices ranging from 
110s. to 1208, per ton. Ip the same market 
second and third year hay made 96s. to 108s. 
per ton, and meadow, which was in good 
supply, fram 60s. to 90s. per ton, according 
to quality. It is reported that straw is 
plentiful, but the quantity marketed wag not 
large enough to enable a veliable quotation to 
be arrived at. 
WHEAT BELOW AVERAGE. 


crop did not thresh out as well as was anti- 
cipated. In Caunty Dublin the yield was 
average, in County Kilkenny the yield was 
well below that of last year, and while there 


were some heavy crops and samples, 
the ex genevally was only of fair quality. 
In Laoighis wheat yields ran to about

In nearly every county oats threshed out 
well; the yield was generally above the aver- 
age and the quality good. in County Cavan 
it 1s reported that in yield and quality the 
crop has turned out to be the best withia 
recent years. The top price was from that 
county, where values ranged from 18s. 6d. up 
to 17s, 6d. per barrel. The average price 
11 the country generally was from 14s. to 
14s, per barrel for white oats, with 16s. in 
exception. cases, and Ig. to 13s. per oarrei 
for black aats, 
LOW PRICES FOR BARLEY. 
The yield of harley was about average. but 
the quality is generally reported to have been 
below that of last year, considerable quanti- 
ties being below malting standard. The 
maltsters did not begin buying until the 
middle of the month. Prices opened around 
1$s. to 16s. per barrel, but: many lots onl 
fetched 14s. In Counties Louth and Cor 
up to 17s,, and in some cases more were ob- 
tained for malting barley. Feeding barley 
made around 12s. 6d. to 13s. 6d. per barrel. 
In County Louth most of the barley evop has 
heen disposed of. In other counties con- 
sidérable quantities were unsold at the end 
of the month. Within the past week, how- 
ever, large clearences were effected, and the 
situation is very considerably eased. 
FLAX, 
In County Cavan seutching on a large 
scale had not begun at the end of the 
month owing to the farmers having to devote 
their time to other harvesting operations dé- 
layed by the unfevourable weather. The 
yield is expected to be about the average. 
In County Cork, where about 40 per cent.

What is now known as “The. Diocesan 
Hall” was formerly Baggotrath “Church, 
Upper Baggot street, Dublin, which until 
recent yeays had a large and influential con- 
gregation, with a female penitentiary cen- 
nected with the church. Changed conditions 
necessitated the closing of the church and the 
institution. Certain shares in connection 
with the diocesan financial plan, held by the 
church, were destributed between the parishes 
of Christ Church, Leeson Park, St. Bartho- 
lomew's and St. Stephen 's, and the institu- 
tion was wound up by the Court, and the 
funds allocated in accordance with a scheme 
approved hy the Court, 

All the property, including the church 
huildings, had to be realised. There was 
imminent danger that the church might, when 
sold, be used fer unsuitable purposes, which 
would have been a lasting reproach to the 
Chureh of Treland.. The Diocesan Council 
determined to prevent such a fate from be- 
falling the church, and accordingly made an 
offer to purchase the whole property foy the 
sum of £1,500, which was accepted. The 
Dioeesan Council had no money at their dis- 
posal for such a purpose, but the sum re- 
quired was berrewed from the Dublin 
Diocesan Chureh Extension Fund for a cer- 
tain period, free of interest. 

The Committee then suggested a voluntary 
assessment on all the parishes to enable them 
to repay the lean. The response has been 
encouraging on the whole, more than £1,300 
having been received so far out of the total 
amount assessed—vis., some £2,000. Several 
of*the parishes have contributed even more 
than the amount suggested, but, unfortu- 
nately, some have given no help so far, and 
others have not yet made up their full share. 
The church has been adapted as a diocesan 
hall, which has supplied a great need, and 
the premises formerly occupied by the institu- 
tion have been converted into flats. To carry
